Th ere are million s, literally , wh o agree h earti­ 
ly with Lord Beaverbrook s passion ate ex h ortation : 
"Strike out to h elp Russia, Strike out x iolen tly . 
Strike even recklessly ." 
Th e stratogian s, upon wh ose decision th e fate 
of th e world rests, are in clin ed to be cautious. Th ey 
do n ot wan t to laun ch th e decisive coun ter-offen ­ 
sive un til th e Un ited Nation s are eq uipped down to 
th e last rifle bullet. 
Perh aps th e ex perts are righ t. Neverth eless, 
th ere arc major argumen ts stron gly in favor of th e 
more darin g course. 
If, as in th e World War. we possessed Fran ce 
an d Belgium an d Italy an d Russia as bridgeh eads 
for our An glo-American in vasion forces, we could 
better afford to delay . 
But Fran ce an d Belgium are occupied. Italy 
is an ax is partn er. 
On ly Russia remain s, on th e 
con tin en t, to keep th e Nazis occupied an d provide 
us with a welcomin g lan din g place. 
If we delay un til Russia may be beaten , th ere 
will be n o spot on th e con tin en t wh ere we can plan t 
our feet with out h avin g first to push th e well- 
train ed. well-eq uipped Reich veteran s back from 
th e coast. 
With h oldin g n o smallest iota of th e credit, due 
th e Russian s for th eir amazin gly courageous an d 
capable defen se, an d th e win ter'« coun ter-offen sive, 
we can still be realists. 
Our ex perts are. 
Th eir 
h ope th at Stalin 's forces can with stan d Hitler's 
Sprin g drive is very small. 
So we arrive in evitably at th e con clusion th at 
we are backed in to a corn er by th e h orn s of a di­ 
lemma. 
Eith er we must strike before we are th orough ly 
prepared, or we sh all face almost in surmoun table 
obstacles later. 
The decision must rest upon wh eth er th e best-

rectin g such an attack on German y , I well kn ow,” 
In all probability th e. Un ited States today can 
eq uip as man y well-train ed troops as th ere will be 
sh ippin g to carry to Europe for a lon g time to come. 
If we in ten d to take th e war to German y , we 
m ustn ’t wait too lon g.

We can 't win by slappin g th e ax is' wrist. 


Hitler Is the Key 
Keep y our ey es peeled for a stron g German of­ 
fen sive directed at routin g th e Red armies an d 
kn ockin g th em out of th e picture for y ears to come. 
Russia, at presen t, is th e most dan gerous en emy 
of German y . 
Th erefore German y will make an all- 


out effort to destroy Russian military power. 
If, 
on th e con trary , Russia man ages to kn ock out th e 
German s, th en it sh ouuld be possible for th e oth ers 
of th e Un ited Nation s to get Russian permission to 
make a drive again st Japan from Russian soil. 
Japan —with out con trol of th e Ch in ese sea coast, 
would be n h igh ly vuln erable coun try , just as En g­ 
lan d would be vuln erable today with out h elp from 
abroad. 
Stalin kn ows better th an an y on e else th at Rus­ 
sia n ever would be safe un less Japan is ren dered un ­ 
able to attack. 
Th erefore Russia sh ould n ot on ly 
con sen t to attack th s th ird part of th e ax is, but also 
to perm it oth ers to use Russian territory for th at 
purpose if n ecessary . 
With Hitler out of th e way th e Reds will be 
able to defen d th emselves admirably again st Japan , 
an d Stalin is 
smart en ough to kn ow th at it 
will n ot 
do merely to mow down th e ax is. It must be 
up­ 
rooted before th e world can h ave a 
ch an ce to fun c­ 
tion n ormally again . 
Hitler’s armies, of course, are th e key ston e of 
th e arch , but German morale is th e key ston e of th e 
German army . 
Would n ot th is be a good time for th e Un ited 
Nation s to laun ch a peace propagan da campaign 
again st German morale? 
We do n ot kn ow, of course, wh at form th e pro­ 
posals migh t take because th ey sh ould be agreed 
upon in advan ce by th e en emies of th e ax is. 
But it strikes us th at a migh ty large n umber 
of German citizen s would be h eartily glad to get 
rid of Hitler an d h is gan gsters if an y th in g reason ­ 
able x vere offered to th em, over Hitler's h ead.

For various reason s it is n ecessary for th e gov­ 
ern men t to ration sugar—a th in g don e on ly in w ar 
time in a free coun try . 
Application s for ration book

n ot on ly acceptin g th e situation ch eerfully , but with 
en th usiasm. 
Sugar is migh ty pleasan t to h ave aroun d, an d 
some th in gs just don 't taste righ t with out it, but we 
h ave read th at th e h uman bein g ia th e on ly an imal 
th at deman ds refin ed sugar in h is diet; an d furth er­ 
more, it is said th e h uman bein g could get alon g 
with out refin e^ augarJ 
But we are n ot asked to live with out it. 
Man y 
families h ave n oted th e amoun ts to be allotted un ­ 
der ration in g, an d h ave seen th at th e total is very 
little less th an th e family h ad been usin g an y way 
—barrin g th e can n in g season . 
If ration in g sugar will h elp win th e war, let’s 
accept it ch eerfully , an d th en we can get back to 
buy in g un limited sugar again .
